A* The situation* 

1# The international situation is getting worse and more compli- 
cated with every day. Soviet union seems having activated a mys- 
teriousely powerful looking ally, the red China, who is insolent 
enough to disregard our warnings and who is ready " to lose half 
of her population” if this would be necessary for gaining the 
far goal: the communist supremacy of world. 

2. Communist leaders belong to the type of dictators who think 
that they are the wisest of all men, omnipotent, and who, there- 
fore, allow themselves imprudent, if not insane, steps. Thus, it 
is ungrounded and wishful to hope that Russian communist leaders 
will recognize the dangerousity of their close co-operation 
with the red Chinese, giving Russian A-bombs to them so that 
they could destroy the Capitalists n . Russian communist leaders 
may think that they themselves are very smart in letting the 

red Chinese destroy their own "whites” and the Americans, and ? 
be themselves halved in those fights so that the Russians would j 
have it later easier to;;deal with the remaining half of Chinese. j

3. We have good reasons to think and to hope that the outcome 
will not be that, that the communist leaders and their lieute&t ■ 

j 

nants will be made harmless before they get thus far. However,

we must realize that they are strong and ruthless enough to 
cause us horrible losses before they themselves will be des- 
troyed by their own people, if we will remain as passive as we 
have been till now, giving the communists good ground not to 
believe in our determination to defend ourselves effectively. 

4. we must admit that if our threatening with "total retalia- 
tion” has had, and possibly still has, some influence on the 
Russian and European communist leaders, then this would not be 
the case with the Chinese communists who are even more fanatic 
than the Russian communists are. 
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5* If Russian communists will indeed enter talks and agree with 
halting of nuclear tests^then this can not be taken for proof 
that they have changed their mind and aimes. Could this not mean 
that they have an agreement with red china to let the Russian 
tests be continued by the "Chinese who recently resettled from 
Soviet union"? Red China, being not recognized by the U. S.A«, 
would certainly not let us or anybody else in to check what they 
are doing at home* 



B* The way Out. 

1* To stand these united enemies, we must develop new tactics 
and new means of defense , and make use of them before it will be 
too late * At present we can still hope that the Russian commu- 
nists fear our retaliation, but it would be much worse when they 
will have their ICBMs ready for use, or when the red Chinese will 
be ready to use the Russian A-bombs against us. 

2. We must direct our blows against the "Achilles* heal" of the 
communists, which is common for all of them, whatever their natio- 
nality* This weak spot of the communists is their relatively 
small number if compared with masses that they control, their 
isolation from these masses, and the negative basis of their 
power: the fear which they rouse and propel in masses by their 
ruthless system of government. 

3. we must isolate them. even more from the masses, we must 
proclaim, and makg real preparations for liberation of subjuga- 
ted nations * we must help the masses effectively to JSrfeg them- 
selves. we shall not hope and wait that the nations would do this 
without our help, out of their own desperate initiative; such 
attempts are doomed for failure and would inevitably lead to 
more communist victories, like it happened in Hungary. We must 
organize, lead and effectively support a co-ordinated, simulta- 
neous, global rising of masses everywhere in communist countries , 
so that the communists would not have any opportunities to fight 
the masses piecemeal, throwing their forces successively against 
different nests of rising. 
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C* How to proceed on This way? 

1. Let us first fight our own fear that makes us overestimate i 

the strength of our enemies. Let us see and understand that we do > 
not need fight nations, hundreds of millions, but just a few 'mil- 
lions of communists, with the hundreds of millions being on our 
side, our allies and main fighters, j 

B* Declare our aim clearly: to free the subjugated nations from ? 
their communist governments, and us from the communist thre&t.

2. Effective preparations for such steps against the soft spots 
of the communist building should be much more r dangerous for the 
communist leaders than could be our threatening with total re- 
taliation. Our enemies have in the wasteness of their territories 
good protection against our retaliation; their industries and de- 
fenses are widely distributed. Nor do communist leaders care much 
for lives of their people. But they have no" effective defense 
against our steps which would free their masses from their com- 
munist inflicted fear, and against our help to the masses in

their uprising, nor against the destruction of moral of their, 
own "comrades”. , 

3* By taking these steps we bolster our own moral as we will be 
preparing to do something positive; to free nations from slavery,

2. Even if supposing that the enemy in his desperation would

start total war against us, then this would be to our advantage 
if he starts it J soon, before his own ICBHs and masses of his 
far- range submarine carriers of nuclear devices would get ope- 
rative, or before he could have gained some real superiority over 
us in any military field. 

3. There certainly .will be much crying about our interfeerence 
into inner matters of communist countries, ,ahd us being warmon-^ 
gers. But this is not new. Besides, they, themselves have been 
interfeering all the time, they even threaten and prepare to bury 
us. we, in contrary, will not interfeer.to bury, but to free the 
nations from their grim communist undertakers. 

4* Let us have our preparations so vigourous and well known that 
these would take wind from the sails of communist ranks, that tip 
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they would understand how dangerous a road they are being pushed 
along by thei£ communists leaders- Make the communists fear, and 
free ourselve ( $., and the subjugated masses from the fear- let us

caution the masses not to start any premature local action, but 
to be ready to start a well go-ordinated general action when ve. ;

5- If we achieve these goals then we will have avoided great nuc- 
clear devastations and death of tens of millions of good people on 
both sides, and we will have freed ourselves and other nations 
from the communists.
